Be Not Afraid 


This lesson deals, among other

But there is no rea- 
son why they should experience 
this anxiety. The people who 
have committed and are contin- 
uing to commit the unforgiveable 
sin are not in the te-ast worried 
about their behavior. Jesus de- 
clared that when1 men come to 
the place where they look upon 
evil and call it good and look 
upon good and call it evil, then 
they are unable to repent and 
unable to receive God's gift of 
salvation.

When the Defense Department 


made its first national census of 


housing areas around military 
installations that year only 
245,600 rental units were found to 
be available to blacks and other 
minorities. 


At that time, Pender says, only 


22 per cent of landlords surveyed 
said today they had an open 
housing policy. The figure is 98 
per .cent today. 


"On paper this looks wonder- 


ful," he says. "But we're not so 
naive to believe all 98 per cent 
will actually rent. Some gamble 
that with few Negroes assigned to 
a base in their area, they' won't 
come around and knock on their 
door."

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What Happened lo the Hollywood Ten? 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - When 


Ring Lardner Jr. won an Oscar 
last month for writing "M-A-SH," 
the eyent provided a footnote to 
movie history. He was the first of 
the Hollywood Ten to come back 
and win an Academy award. 


Who were the Hollywood Ten? 


Also known as the Unfriendly 
Ten, they were film makers who 
declined to testify before the 
House 
Committee 
on 
Un- 


American Activities regarding 
their political affiliations. 


All were convicted of contempt 


of Congress. All served prison 
terms ranging from 5 to 10 


months. They emerged to find 
themselves locked out of their 
usual employment because of a 
film industry blacklist. 


The blacklist lasted from 1948 


to the early 1960s and blighted the 
careers of scores of film people. 
But the most famous of them 
were 
the 
originals—the 


Hollywood Ten. What has hap- 
pened to them? 
The answer came from one of the 
Ten, 
Albert Maltz, whose most 


recent work has included the 
script of "Two Mules for Sister 
Sara" and a book of short stories, 
"Afternoon in the Jungle." He 


gave this summary: 
Dalton Trumbo was the first to 
return to employment under his 
own name. Most of the writers 
bootlegged 
scrips 
with 


pseudonyms during their exile. 
Trumbo has scripted "Exodus," 
"Spartacus" and recently his 
own novel, "Johnny Got His 
Gun." 
• 


John Howard Lawson lives in 


Santa Cruz, Calif., where he has 
written film books. He also 
lectures at universities. 


,Alvah Bessie also has written 


books, including a novel based on 
Marilyn Monroe, "The Symbol." 


Sam Ornitz died in the 1950s. 
Lester Cole has written movie 


scripts, including a portion of 
"Born Free," and has had his 
plays produced in Europe. 


Lardner is now in great de- 


mand as the result of "M-A-SH." 


Adrian Scott is involved in 


several film ventures, including 
one with Maltz, "The Great 
Man's Whiskers." 


Henry Biberman 
recently 


filmed "Slaves" and is preparing 
other projects. 


The final member of the Ten 


was Edward Dymtryk, the only 
one who later agreed to testify 


before the committee. He was 
restored to favor and directed 
such films as "The Young Lions" 
and "Alvarez Kelly." Maltz in- 
dicated the bitterness over 
Dmytryk's change still runs deep 
with the other blacklist veterans. 


Maltz served nine months in a 


West Virginia prison camp, 
where, he said, he enjoyed the 
outlook life but incurred a liver 
ailment because of bad food. He 
took his wife and two children to 
Mexico City, where he wrote a 
novel about prisonlife.

Beautiful lawns don't happen. 


They are the product of good 
planning and management, in- 
cluding the use of the proper 
grass, 
fertilizing, mowing, 


watering, in some instances 
drainage and disease and insect 
control. 


Spring application of a com- 


plete fertilizer should have been 
made about the time the grass 
started to grow. The fall ap- 
plication, again of a complete 
fertilizer, should be made about 
30 days before the average date 
of the first frost. Generally, a 
fertilizer with a 1-1-1 or a 2-1-1 
ratio should be used and applied 
at the rate of 2 pounds of actual 
nitrogen per 1,000 square feet of 
lawn. 


Bermuda and Saint Augustine 


lawns should also receive one 
pound of actual nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet every 30 to 40 days 
during the growing season to 
keep them green and vigorously 
growing. 


Nitrogen is the key element in 


turf production. It produces 
vegetative growth and gives the 
plant a deep green color. 
P h o s p h o r u s 
s t i m u l a t e s 


development of a good root 
system and potassium affects the 
physiological processes of the 
plant. 


A nitrogen deficiency causes 


stunted plant growth. The leaves 
are relatively small, thin and 
yellowish green 
to yellow, 


resulting in a condition often 
referred to as "firing." Phor- 
phorus deficiency causes slow 
growth of the entire plant and 
unhealthy dark green colored 
leaves. Potassium deficiency 
causes stunted growth with the 
entire plant eventually drying up 
and taking on a brownish color. 


leaves. The leaves of chlorotic 
plants range from light green to 
yellow to almost white. Iron is 
necessary for the formation of 
chlorophyll. 
When 
iron 
is 


unavailable for plant use, 
chlorophyll fails to develop 
properly and plants develop 
chlorosis. Iron chlorosis is more 
prevalent in some plants while 
others will not be affected. Most 
soils on which iron chlorosis 
occurs contain iron, but in a form 


wliich is not available for plant 
use. 


Chlorosis or yellowing pf plants 


can result from other causes and 
will more often be a result of a 
nitrogen deficiency. 


Iron chlorosis control calls for 


treatment of the soil so that iron 
becomes available. This can be 
done by spray or soil application. 
The use of iron sulfate or iron 
chelates according to the in- 
structions will help overcome the 
iron chlorotic condition.

euonymus plants for the control 
of euonymus scale. The insects 
are in what is termed the crawler 
stage and, therefore, are more 
easy to control. The scales may 
be controlled with one of the 
f o l l o w i n g insecticides: 
Malathion, 
Diazinon 
or 


Dimethoate. Malathion may be 
mixed with a light summer oil to 
give it a better lasting quality. 
Caution: do not mix Dimethoate 
with a( summer oil. If you do, it 
may cause the plant to shed its 
leaves. 


Use the above chemicals ac- 


cording to the directions on the 
label. Thorough and complete 
coverage is essential to obtain 
control since these insects do not 
move around on the plant once 
they insert their bill to suck 
juices from that plant. 


Because these insects, though 


they may be dead, will not drop 
from the plant, you might wash 
down the plant with a hose in 
about a week to check on the 
amount of control that you have 
received. 


Once an Ornamental plant 


becomes badly diseased, it is 
almost impossible to nurse it 
back to health. 


Homeowners will do well to 


remember this rule. It is difficult, 
if not impossible, to eradicate 
disease organisms from a badly 
diseased plant. For this reason, 
every effort should be made to 
prevent introduction of disease- 
causing organisms on plant 
material or in the soil. 


Mild disease conditions are not 


always easy to detect when 
buying ornamentals. Dealing 
with reputable nurserymen is the 
best insurance against getting 
puny plants. 


Plants in poor growth condition 


are usually more susceptible to 
disease and the weather this 
spring lias been such as cause 
delayed growth on many plants. 


Plants should be checked for 


any sign of disease and all 
diseased 
brandies should be 


removed. Pruning wounds should 
be treated with an approved 
wound dressing to stop the en- 
trance 
of 
wood 
decaying 


organisms. 


Even 
good 
cultural 
and 


sanitation practices may 
fall 


short at times. This is the time to 
use 
specially 
formulated 


chemicals which are safe when 
applied according to labeled 
instructions. 


Fungicide applications should 


begin when disease development 
first appears and should continue 
at 7 to 14-day intervals as long as 
weather conditions favor 
the 


disease. Addition of a household 
detergent at the rage of one 
teaspoonful per gallon will help 
get a .more uniform covering of 
the chemical onto the plant. 


The past few days we have 


received 'calls concerning leaves 
turning yellow on some of the 
slirubs, particularly gardenia. In 
most cases, this is a condition 
wliich we refer to as 
iron 


chlorosis'. The iron chlorosis 
results when the green coloring 
matter in plants, cliloropliyll, 
fails to develop or is destroyed.

and handicapped children to the status 
of operator of a development center for 
the handicapped. 


Hie dream became reality—although 


much work remains to be done before 
the doors can be opened to handicapped 
children—with the announcement by the 
physicians of Medical Art Clinic they 
will loan a large part of the basement of 
the new wing of the Clinic to the NCARC 
"until it is needed for expansion of the 
Clinic"—at least two years and maybe 
longer. 


The space is being included in the 


construction project, partly unfinished, 
for long-range growth expected by the 
Clinic, and it is being loaned to the 
NCARC absolutely without cost and even 
with the doctors assisting in various 
custodial capacities. The large area is 
planned for eventual occupacy by two 
doctors with six attached examining 
rooms and nurses' working areas, ad- 
jacent to a large meeting room with 
snack machines and removable tables,• 
and with an outside entrance.
